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Tears and cheers at dramatic meeting 


EMOTIONAL pleas from 
residents, traders - and even 
councillors - paid off this week 
when contentious plans to 
bring car parking charges to 
Ely were put on hold. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s development and 
transport sub-committee, 
chaired by authority leader Peter 
Moakes, met on Tuesday and was 
due to approve car parking 
charges plans. 

But tears from councillors, pleas from 
the Ely Traders’ Association (ETA) and 
anger from frustrated residents led to the 
decision being deferred - sparking cheers 
from a packed public gallery. 

Conservative Cllr Elaine Griffin-Singh, 
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who represents Ely North, who was the 
first to get emotional. 

Speaking from the public gallery and 
wiping away the tears, she said: “Many 
people are not totally against parking 
charges - it is purely down to a lack of 
trust in their local council. 

“They are worried that as soon as these 
charges are implemented this council will 
increase the costs and allow them to 
spiral out of control. 

“I believe that this is an issue which 
should be being dealt with by the City of 
Ely Council, who have a much better 
understanding of Ely, which is what these 
proposals mainly affect.”

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Tributes paid to 
‘kind and caring’ 
Gillian after 
crash tragedy 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a “kind and 
caring” woman who died following a car 
crash. 

Gillian Read, 71, was being driven to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cambridge, by 
her husband, Graham, 72, for an 
appointment when their silver Peugeot 
206 was involved in a collision on the 
A142 atWitchamToll on Tuesday, 

February 14. 

The couple, who had been married for 
39 years and lived at The Green, Wardy 
Hill, both suffered serious injuries in the 
accident and were taken to Addenbrooke’s 
by ambulance. 

But Mrs Read died as a result of her 
injuries on February 23. 

Mr Read is still in hospital being treated 
for his injuries and is not expected to be 
discharged for some time. 

Friends of Mrs Read, who had terminal 
bone cancer and was treasurer of the City

Bent, chairman of the flower club, said: 
“We are all devastated by Gill’s death. 

“She has been a club member for many 
years and treasurer for the past eight. 

“Graham was taking her to an 
appointment at Addenbrooke’s when they 
crashed. Gill had terminal cancer. 

“She was ever such a petite woman but 
she was a real fighter. She wasn’t given 
long to live when she was diagnosed with 
the cancer but she fought through it. 

“It’s just so sad. They were in the 
process of moving house from Wardy Hill 
to Mepal when it happened. 

“Graham is still in hospital with some 
horrendous injuries and won’t be out until 
eight weeks’ time. It’s devastating for 
him.” 



Another friend, Susan Piper, said: “I’d 
known Gill for around 10 years. She was a 
rather quiet lady. She was so kind and 
caring and will be greatly missed. 

“What’s happened is devastating for us 
all, but in particular her husband.” 

An inquest into Mrs Read’s death has 
since been opened. 

The collision involved a white Toyota 
Hiace van. 

Police are urging anyone who witnessed 
the crash or anyone with any information 
to contact them on 101. 


Brothel raid:

THE principal of the King’s 
School Ely has spoken out 
after a brothel was found in 
a property beside students’ 
boarding accommodation. 

Sue Freestone, head of King’s, 
one of the country’s oldest 
independent schools, said she 
had heard “unconfirmed 
rumours” that an oriental 
brothel was being run in St 
Mary’s Street, Ely. 

The rumours were confirmed 
last Thursday when officers 
swooped on the property just 
after 5pm and found two 
oriental women inside. 

Both women, aged 50 and 43, 
were arrested at the scene and 
have been cautioned for 
managing a brothel used for 
prostitution. 

Both of them are now being 
detained by the UK Border 
Agency and will be deported to 
China, it has been confirmed. 

The raid, which the Weekly 
News attended, was organised 
after officers received 
intelligence from numerous 
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members of the public. 

Mrs Freestone said: “I am 
relieved that this has now been 
dealt with. 

“The school had heard 
unconfirmed rumours that an 
oriental brothel was being run 
there and we told the police. 

“I would like to make it clear 
that although this property was 
beside boarding accomm¬ 
odation, it had no impact on the 
girls whatsoever.” 

The property, a two-bedroom, 
two-storey house, is between 
King’s boarding accommodation 
and Pet Doctors veterinary 
surgery. 

A resident living opposite the 
house, who watched the drama 
unfold, said: “I couldn’t believe 
it when I saw all the police 
officers running up to the door. I 
saw them bash it in. 

“I’m not a nosy person so 
don’t tend to watch out of my 
window too much but I’ve never 


noticed anything dodgy about 
the place. 

“St Mary’s Street is busy so 
there are always people walking 
by.” 

Insp Paul Ormerod, who 
helped co-ordinate the raid, 
said: “We carried out the 
warrant following concerns 
from residents that the house 
was being used for prostitution. 

“Two women were arrested at 
the address and have since been 
cautioned for running a brothel. 

“Such criminality can have a 
knock-on negative effect in the 
community and we will act 
quickly to tackle any such 
criminal activity to keep Ely a 
safe place for people to live and 
visit.” 

It is the second brothel to be 
discovered in Ely in just eight 
months. 

In Tune last year, a brothel was 
discovered in a flat in Burgundy 
Walk, off The Vineyards, Ely. 

The brothel was being run by 
Chinese nationals and was 
raided as part of a major UK 
Border Agency operation. 
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parking

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represents Ely North and was vice- 
chairman of the committee meeting, 
proposed that the decision was deferred. 

Holding back the tears, he said: “The 
proposals we have before us are not a 
complete package. 

“The issue of parking charges is 
causing me so much concern - more so 
than any issue I can ever remember 
during my time as a councillor. 

“I must be true to the people I 
represent and we need to have greater 
engagement with people and 
organisations in this district who have all 
voiced huge concerns.” 

The recommendation to defer the 
decision was seconded by Liberal 
Democrat Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, who 
alongside her party members, has 
insisted that now is not the right time to 
introduce charges due to the economic 
climate. 

For months, the ETA, residents and Lib 
Dems have been campaigning against the 
charges, insisting they will kill off Ely’s 
city centre and encourage people to visit 
out-of-town supermarkets and 
businesses, where parking is free. 

The committee heard how 12,000 
people had signed a petition gathered by 
the ETA against the cuts - and that 406 
people had taken part in the council’s 
own consultation, of which more than 
three-quarters were against the plans. 

At the meeting, councillors were 
expected to approve the introduction of a 
pre-pay annual permit scheme costing 
£20 per year or £50 for three years and the 
introduction of a fixed daily pay-and- 
display £1 charge per day for short-term 
parking and £2 charge per day for long¬ 
term parking. 

The proposed scheme also included 
charging people £5 if they registered to 
change their vehicle. 

Confirming the decision to defer the 
decision, fohn Hill, the council’s chief 
executive, said: “In recognition of public 
concern and the petition, members in the 
development and transport sub¬ 
committee decided to defer a decision 
regarding on and off-street car parking 
for further consultation with 
Cambridgeshire County Council and the 
City of Ely Council. 

“Should there be changes made to the 
proposals these will again be presented to 
the public for consultation.”

Metal gorilla 
is dumped 
on footpath 

RESIDENTS went ape after a giant metal 
gorilla was dumped in their village. 

Dog walkers were left “flabbergasted” 
after stumbling across the enormous 
statue on a footpath off Sutton Road, 
Witchford. 

The 12ft mechanical beast was first 
spotted on Thursday morning and it is 
believed it was dumped overnight on 
Wednesday. 

Fiona North, of Main Street, Witchford, 
said: “I was walking my dogs along the 
track, as I do most mornings, when I saw it 
through the hedge. 

“It really frightened me as it’s so huge 
and it just took me by complete surprise. 
The dogs were terrified of it. As I got closer 
I realised it was a gigantic metal gorilla. 

“They must have had a large vehicle to 
carry it. It’s certainly not what you expect 
to see on your morning walk.” 

East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
waste team eventually removed the statue 
on Tuesday and police are urging anyone 
with information about how it got there to 
contact them. 

Mark Mehaffey, the council’s 
enforcement officer, said: “In all our years 
of investigating cases of fly-tipping, none 
of us have ever come across a 12ft metal 
gorilla. 

“Flytipping is something we take very 
seriously and there are fines of up to 
£50,000 and five years’ imprisonment for 
anyone who is caught dumping waste 
illegally.”

Supervision 
for boy found 
guilty of 
sex assaults 

A TEENAGE boy who was found 
guilty of sexually assaulting teenage 
girls has walked free. 

Cambridge Youth Court heard the 
17-year-old touched girls aged 14 
and 15 under their clothes and 
forced himself on one of them. 

The teenager, who is from Ely and 
cannot be named, was found guilty 
of four counts of sexual assault. 

Three took place in Fordham on 
May 13 and 14 and the other, which 
the prosecution said was the “most 
serious”, onfune 6,2010. 

Philip Alcock, prosecuting, said 
one of the victims, who was known 
to the offender, was lying on a bed 
when he tried to kiss her before 
touching her inappropriately, 
despite her saying no. 

On another occasion, he tried to 
kiss a girl, touched her and sent her a 
text message saying he loved her. 

Another incident with the same 
girl happened about one year prior. 

In mitigation, Melanie Benn said: 
“The most serious physical contact is 
under clothing, but over a bra. 

“He is well thought of, he went out 
and found employment and he has 
positive aspirations and goals.” 

The teenager received a 12-month 
youth referral order with supervision 
and a programme requirement. He 
was also ordered to pay £200 costs. 


Cinema company 
‘keen on city site’ 


A CINEMA could be on its way 
to Ely. 

A “major cinema company” is keen to 
come to the city and is in talks with 
councillors at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

It is not known which large firm it is or 
where exactly it is interested in building - but 
it is believed Angel Drove will be the most 
likely site. 

Conservative Cllr Tom Hunt, who 
represents Ely South ward, has confirmed he 
is in talks with the company and describes it 
as “exciting” news. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, Cllr Hunt, 
who became the authority’s youngest ever 
councillor when he was elected last year, 
said: “A major cinema company is interested 
in coming to Ely. 

“For a long time now, people have been 
saying that Ely isn’t big enough for a firm like 
this to be interested, but it seems they now 
are and I am in talks with them. 

“I think there are certainly some positive 
developments to come in the near future.” 

Cllr Hunt said he is unable to name the 
interested company at this stage - but said he 
thinks a cinema is a good idea for Ely. 
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He said: “Personally, I don’t think it is right 
that parents should have to take their 
children to the cinema in Cambridge or Bury 
St Edmunds at the weekend. 

“I think a new cinema would be a good 
idea for Ely and has the potential to make a 
lot of people happy.” 

Arts Development in East Cambridgeshire 
(ADeC) currently runs an ‘Ely Cinema’ 
programme at The Makings, in Waterside, on 
Thursdays and Sundays. 

But Ckr Hunt insists that is not enough to 
cater for Ely’s population and in particular 
young people. 

He said: “The Makings serves a purpose 
and will also be a key asset with regards to its 
cultural activity, but we need a fully- 
functioning cinema which shows all the 
latest movies, all the time. 

“My view is that if there is a possibility of 
getting one, we should grab it with both 
hands.” 

Peter Moakes, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, said: 
“Aspirations of the Ely Masterplan saw the 


need to develop leisure facilities for all ages 
and abilities. 

“Part of this was to bring in things like a 
cinema and we continue towards this goal, 
and many others, so that Ely is a great place 
to live, work and enjoy.” 

ADeC is also welcoming the plans. 

Caroline Cawley, the organisation’s 
marketing manager, said: “We’ve put the 
community at the heart of what ADeC 
provides in terms of our live events 
programme and at Ely Cinema, which we 
took over in 2005 and have built it into a 
vibrant and successful community cinema 
based in The Makings. 

“Our monthly programme aims to offer 
something for the whole community with a 
wide range of films from mainstream family 
films and Hollywood blockbusters to 
arthouse and foreign language films. 

“Over the next few months we’ll also be 
introducing live streaming of national 
theatre, ballet, opera and music gigs. 

“We’d welcome a chance to talk to Tom 
Hunt about extending the opportunities for 
young people and the potential for a 
community venue which could be a vibrant 
cultural asset at the heart of social and 
cultural life for the whole district.”

Council in early February. 

In a statement, the city 
council said: “We have no 
concerns regarding the 
building but members were 
very concerned about the 
footage and groundwork that 
would be undertaken to 
build this bungalow. 

“This could have an effect 
on neighbouring properties 
and could even cause 
possible subsidence to them. 

“The developers must 
ensure that the method 
statement for the 
foundations is very thorough 
and sets out how they will do 
these.” 

The final decision lies with 
the district council.

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TWO shops could be built on a parcel 
of land which backs onto the grounds 
of Ely Cathedral. 

In January, workmen moved onto the site 
in Three Cups Walk, which borders the 
grounds of The Almonry, and started to clear 
it. 

The area has been overgrown and vacant 
for some time and as reported in the Weekly 
News, residents have been calling for it to be 
tidied up for some time. 

Now architect Tony Walton has applied for 
planning permission to build two shops on 
the land - with a flat above the units. 

The plans have been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council and 
mention the shops being either Al, A2 or A3 
use, meaning they could be occupied from 
anything from a post office to a hairdressers 
to a cafe. 

In a statement, Mr Walton said: “The 
proposed development is to provide two 
shop units, each of approximately 66 sq m, 
with a two-bedroom flat over. 

“The existing 1.8m high brick boundary 
wall along Three Cups Walk will be partially 
demolished to allow a landscaped area, 
behind metal railings, in front of the shop 
units. The wall will be retained in the area of 
the private garden for the flat that will access 
it via the rear balcony.” 

The proposed flat would be at first floor 
level and would be accessed via a lift. 

Mr Walton said: “Care has been taken in 
the design to maximize the benefits of the 
site to the occupants and users and to 
enhance and improve the currently 
redundant site in a prominent city centre 
position.”

Route to join city to others 


THE River Great Ouse 
could be transformed 
into a Norfolk Broads- 
style attraction as part 
of a major new water¬ 
ways project. 

The Great Ouse currently 
links Ely to Huntingdon 
and St Ives to the south, 
and Upwell, March, 
Whittlesey and Peter¬ 
borough to the north. 

But as part of a multi¬ 
million pound Environ¬ 
ment Agency (EA) project 
called the Fens Waterways 
Link, two further routes 
will be established 
between Chatteris and St 
Ives. 

There will also be a 
further connection to 
Market Deeping, creating a 
more direct route to 
Spalding, Boston and 
Lincoln. 

It is hoped that by 
connecting Ely to other 
cathedral cities of 
Peterborough and Lincoln, 
it will turn the area into 
something similar to the 
Norfolk Broads, attracting 
thousands of holiday¬ 
makers every year. 

A spokeswoman for the 
EA said: “The Fens 
Waterways Link promises 
to be one of the most 
significant waterway 
developments in recent 
years. 

“It will be sympathetic to 
the character and history 
of the Fens, to intricately 
link with its water 
environment and promote 
a better quality of life. 

“The link will connect 
the cathedral cities of 
Lincoln, Peterborough and 
Ely and also incorporate 
the market towns of 
Boston, Spalding, Crow- 
land and Ramsey. 

“In association with 
other waterway regen- 
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eration schemes, the link 
will create a new circular 
waterway for recreation, 
tourism and environment, 
through the Fens.” 

Ely’s mayor John Yates 
believes the scheme will 
boost tourism in Ely and 
make the city’s Riverside 
area a desirable waterside 
location. 

Cllr Yates said: “This is a 
project which everyone 
should be quite excited 
about. 

“Ely’s Riverside area is a 
beautiful place and is a big 
hit with tourists - but 
anything that will boost it 
we should certainly 
welcome. 

“This new link ties in 
well with the city council’s 
plans to preserve and 
enhance the city’s 
Waterside and Riverside 
area and I look forward to 
seeing the work progress.” 

The project is part 
funded by the European 
Union’s Regional Redev¬ 
elopment Fund. 

The City of Ely Council is 
in talks with East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council about setting up a 
trust to manage Ely’s 
Waterside and Riverside 
area. 

The discussions have 
been ongoing for some 
time but Cllr Yates insists 
progress is being made. 

He said: “The city 
council believes setting up 
a trust would not only 
attract more funding to 
this unique area of Ely but 
also resolve issues and 
better manage it. 

“If established, the trust 
would also work hard to 
preserve and enhance the 
area for the benefit of 
residents and visitors.”

MOTORISTS in East Cambridgeshire are 
being forced to pay almost 5p more than 
average for a litre of diesel, figures show. 

Data released by the Countryside 
Alliance shows that the price of a litre of 
diesel is much higher at filling stations in 
rural areas than in urban areas. 

The organisation is urging the 
Chancellor to tackle the rising cost of 
fuel in the Budget. 

The research shows that in rural areas, 
the average diesel price is 144p per litre. 
In urban areas, it is 140p. 

The average price in East 
Cambridgeshire is 144.9p - almost 5p more 
than the likes of Dartford and Bradford. 


Barney White-Spunner, executive 
chairman of the Countryside Alliance, 
said: “Not only do people living in rural 
areas have to drive further to go to work, 
further to access essential services like 
schools, doctors and the supermarket 
but they have to pay a lot more for their 
diesel to do so. 

“The cost of fuel is a major concern for 
everyone who lives in the countryside, 
and cars are fast becoming an 
unaffordable necessity for many rural 
families. We urge the Chancellor to help 
the rural economy get back on its feet 
and to cut fuel duty in his forthcoming 
Budget.”

Collision course: the debate continues to rage over plans to introduce charges at Ely’s car parks. 


Boat sailed in 
last decade 

Sir, whatever was decided about 
charging for parking in Ely city centre 
at the development and transport 
committee of East Cambs District 
Council on Tuesday chaired by our 
council leader Peter Moakes, he was 
made aware the day before that a 
letter had gone out on Monday to our 
MR James Paice, to Eric Pickles MR 
Minister for Communities and Local 
Government, and to Mary Portas, 
appointed last year to look into the 
viability of our shopping centres and 
High Streets round the country She 
criticised some of Ely’s councillors 
before Christmas 2011 for failing to 
consult properly with its local traders. 
The letter made clear that although 
the Ely Traders Association had raised 
a public petition of over 12,000 
names, a figure whittled down to just 
over 8,000 by the council’s executive 
after excluding names given without 
addresses and people they did not 
consider ‘local’ because they lived 
outside the city or were tourists (does 
their opinion not carry any weight? 
They might be shopping in our town 
centre on their visits); and although 
the council’s own consultation - the 
yellow four-sided paper which few of 
us found and, on die council’s own 
admission, only raised a response 
from 406 people, the sub-committee 
was likely to pursue the Conservative 
policy here of bringing in charges for 
city centre car parking. 

They make it sound inevitable by 
saying that the previous 
Conservative-led council had always 
planned to do this anyway, so the 
present administration is simply 
getting on with it! 

They forget (if they ever realised it) 
that the world, this country and this 
city have all changed drastically in the 
last four years. 

The idea of charging for motorists to 
park near their town centres was 
popular several years ago, and 
parking fees charged by councils rose, 
on average 40 per cent between 2000 
and 2007. 

But Eric Pickles wrote on August 1st 
2011 in The Daily Telegraph : “Parking 
fees will be reduced and more spaces 
for motorists provided in town 
centres, under a plan to end ‘Labour’s 
war on the motorist’.” That same 
article quotes Edmund King, 
president of the AA, that a 20p 
increase in parking charges in 
Edinburgh had prompted a big drop 
in people visiting shops. 

So while we need to be vigilant about 
where and for how long people park 
in a small city like Ely, the idea of 
bringing in parking fees now is 
disastrous. Petrol is at his highest 
price ever, shops in most town centres 
are struggling to retain customers in a 
recession, in competition with the 
Internet, as well as with high business 
rates, and we have large free car parks 
now on the edge of our city centre. 
What is more, a very large number of 
our citizens are strongly opposed to it 
and have made their wishes very 
clear. 

Just listen and respond, councillors. 
You are trying, too late to embark on a 
boat which last sailed in the the mid- 
Noughties and is now well over the 
horizon.

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Maltings hit by 
fifth lead raid 


SECURITY is to be beefed 
up at The Maltings in Ely 
after lead thieves struck - for 
the fifth time.

“Not only does the theft of the 
lead itself leave us out of pocket 
but the damage they cause when 
ripping it off is even greater. 

“We’ve caught the guys on 
CCTV and the police say they 
have an idea who it is but they 
were so quick. 

“Within 25 minutes they had 
ripped all the lead off and piled it 
neatly ready to take off. 
Unfortunately they got away as 
the police were on their way. 

“We’re now working with the 
district council to increase 
security. I think we need gates or 
fencing. 


“We’re also planning to use a 
special paint to make the lead 
more difficult to handle.” 

Staff at the King’s School Ely 
have also applied to install CCTV 
cameras at the Old Bishop’s 
Palace after it was twice raided by 
lead thieves. 

The criminals made off with 
£15,000 of lead. 

Police are urging anyone with 
any information about lead thefts 
to contact them by calling 101. 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
said: “We are working with the 
police regarding the recent 
incidents and are looking to put 
in a number of measures to try to 
prevent the building being 
targeted from a special paint to 
make the lead difficult to handle 
to physical structures.”

Tests under way 
on bypass effect 


TESTS have begun to see what 
impact a southern bypass in Ely 
could have on the environment. 

Officers from Cambridgeshire County 
Council and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council have started carrying 
out assessments to see the effects a 
bypass could have on the city’s con¬ 
servation area - including Ely 
Cathedral. 

The authorities insist the 
assessments are taking into account all 
options for tackling congestion around 
Ely railway station including two 
possible bypass routes and an 
enhanced underpass, not just Route B, 
which is the most supported route to 
date. 

Tests being carried out include 
ground investigation on the land which 
could be used, air quality studies and 
archaeology tests. 

The councils say they are also

meeting with Network Rail engineers to 
discuss the possible impact of lowering 
the road beneath the Ely railway bridge 
and that meetings will be held with 
English Heritage to discuss options. 

Cllr Ian Bates, the county council’s 
cabinet member for growth and 
planning, said: “Since the public 
consultation, our officers have been 
hard at work investigating all options 
which were presented to the public last 
year, and it is important to remember 
that no decision has yet been made in 
favour of any particular option. 

“This work has involved, for example, 
drilling to test the land on Route B, 
talking to Network Rail about the 
impact of an underpass and 
investigating the effect of traffic on air 
quality in the south of the city. 


“This type of information is crucial 
for us to come to a conclusion about 
which option will deliver the best 
overall outcome. 

“The work we are doing now is to 
ensure no stone is left unturned before 
we make our final decision this 
summer.” 

It comes just months after English 
Heritage raised fears that a bypass 
could destroy views of Ely Cathedral, 
create noise pollution and have a 
damning effect on Ely’s conservation 
area. 

There were calls for the contentious 
southern bypass project to be taken 
back to the drawing board but they 
were rejected by the county council, 
which insisted the project needed to be 
pursued. 

The results of the tests will go out for 
further public consultation ahead of a 
final decision being made by the county 
council’s cabinet this summer. 


Plan for 100 new homes set to get the green light 


MASSIVE plans to build 
almost 100 new homes in 
Soham were expected to be 
approved yesterday. 

Major property developer 
Hopkins Homes Ltd wants to 
build 96 properties on 
allotment gardens north-west 
of Regal Drive, off Fordham 
Road. 

The plans were submitted 
in November last year and 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning comm¬ 
ittee was due to make a 
decision yesterday. 

Planning officer Sue 


Finlayson was recomm¬ 
ending that the plans be 
approved. 

She said: “It is considered 
that the density of the 
development is acceptable 
and the scale and appearance 
of the dwellings will 
complement the character of 
the area and add to the street 
scene. 

“The design and layout 
have taken account of the 
constraints of the site, 
including the amenity of 
residential properties 
adjacent, and industrial 


buildings on the eastern side 
of the site, and no significant 
harm should be caused by the 
proposals.” 

If approved, 96 homes will 
be built on the site, as well as 
0.8 hectares of open space 
and a play area on the former 
allotment site at Fordham 
Road. 

Mrs Finlayson added: “The 
proposal provides a variety of 
terraced, semi-detached and 
detached properties of one to 
four-bedrooms served off a 
central spine road, which 
leads to adjacent vacant land. 


“It provides 29 affordable 
houses of mixed tenure, and 
developer contributions 
towards education and 
community facilities have 
been secured by section 106 
agreement.” 

Documents show two 
residents have written to the 
district council with concerns 
about security of neigh¬ 
bouring industrial properties 
and the need for a “sufficient 
buffer”.

The fresh plans involve 
building a 990sq m food store, 
complete with 85 car parking 
spaces and 26 cycle spaces. 

The company originally 
wanted to build a non-food unit 
as well but that element was 
removed in the fresh plans. 

If approved, the store will be 
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just a stone’s throw away from 
Ely’s new Sainsbury’s store. 

In a report, planning officer, 
Ann Caffall, who was recomm¬ 
ending that the committee 
approved the plans, said: “The 
removal of the non-food unit has 
allowed for the reconfigured 
access, an improved car park 
layout and the proposed food 
store will remain at the rear of 
the site, enabling the retention 
of views to Ely Cathedral from 
Lisle Lane. 

“The application seeks to 
redevelop the site for an Aldi 
food store, which will both 
quantitatively and qualitatively 
enhance the retail offer in Ely.” 

In their proposals, Aldi bosses 
say their store will increase 
potential for customers to make 
linked trips into Ely as their 


stores do not sell newspapers or 
tobacco products and do not 
have concessionary units such 
as pharmacies, bakeries or delic¬ 
atessens. 

In January, German super¬ 
market chain Lidl also launched 
fresh plans to open a store in Ely. 

The budget retail giant was 
unsuccessful in its attempts to 
build a food store in the city in 
2007 and again in 2008 - but 
now bosses want to build a non¬ 
food store instead. 

The new proposals involve 
building two separate non-food 
units where EMG Ford in Angel 
Drove currently is - directly 
opposite Tesco. 

The district council is yet to 
make a decision on the Lidl 
plans. 

A decision on the Aldi plans 
was due to be made yesterday.

Oxfam criticised 
over bomb scare

STAFF at a charity shop have been 
criticised for the way they handled 
a suspected bomb alert. 

Employees at Oxfam in Ely’s High 
Street were sorting out a box of books 
which had been donated when they 
came across a suspicious package. 

They believed it was a small bomb so 
walked it through Ely’s city centre to the 
police station in Nutholt Lane. 

It was there that a dramatic bomb 
scare unfolded - the station was 
evacuated, cordoned off and explosive 
experts from RAF Wittering were called in 
to examine the package, which police too 
believed was a bomb. 

As reported in the Weekly News, the 
scare happened at about 10am last 
Tuesday and after tests, police said it was 
a hoax. An investigation was then 
launched although officers say they are 
now confident there was no criminal 
intent. 

Residents and shopkeepers have hit 
out at staff at Oxfam, insisting they “put 
people’s lives at risk” by walking the 
package through Ely instead of calling 
the police to the shop. 

A businesswoman in High Street 
Passage said: “What on earth possessed 
them to walk the package through the 
city centre instead of calling the police 
directly to their door? 

“I don’t mean to sound alarmist but 
they put people’s lives at risk.” 

Gerard Mason, of Prickwillow Road, 


BY JORDAN DAY 
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added: “The employees, believing they 
had just had a bomb delivered to their 
shop, thought it would be wise to carry it 
through the city centre to the police 
station. It’s almost laughable, but clearly 
it isn’t.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Police said: “Following an appeal about a 
hoax incident in Ely police are no longer 
requesting witnesses. 

“Police received fresh information 
following the media appeal and officers 
are now happy there was no criminal 
intent by those involved.” 

Georgia Boon, head of volunteering 
and trading internal communication at 
Oxfam, said: “Oxfam has a commitment 
to training volunteers to ensure that 
when situations such as this arise they 
feel confident in dealing with them. 

“Ordinarily in a case such as this all 
volunteers would have been advised to 
evacuate the shop and call the police 
immediately on receiving any suspicious 
package. However, in this instance a 
decision was made under extreme stress 
and we are just relieved that no one was 
hurt in the process. 

“As an organisation we rely on the 
generosity, talent and time of 22,000 
volunteers to successfully run our 
network of Oxfam shops.”

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Mum In desperate plea 
as thieves destroy car 


A SICK 10-month-old baby has 
been left without her comfort 
blanket and vital equipment after 
thieves stole a car. 

Tia Marie Pyne was born with an 
unusual bowel condition which means she 
cannot digest her food or go to the toilet 
properly. 

She is undergoing tests at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge, to find out exactly 
what the disorder is and has to go to 
hospital at least once a week. 

But last Tuesday morning, thieves stole 
the green Land Rover Discovery used by 
her grandparents, Ian and Juliette Pyne, 
which the family use to take her to 
appointments. 

The vehicle was stolen from outside the 
family’s home in Newtown Road, 
Haddenham, between 6.30am and 7am. 

It was then found burnt out on land 
between Stretham and Wilburton on 
Thursday morning. 

Inside it was Tia’s special custom-made 
car seat, her blue and white Mamas and 
Papas pram and her blue comfort blanket, 
as well as toys, a sat-nav and some of Ian’s 
tools. 

Tia’s mum, Amie Pyne, is furious and is 
pleading with the thieves to return her 
daughter’s equipment, insisting she 
cannot be without them. 

Amie, 23, said: “Tia’s car seat was a 
specially-made one as it had to be at a

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certain angle to reduce the pressure on her 
tummy. 

“Her pram was also one of those special 
ones which folds down extremely flat, 
again to help with her problems, and her 
comfort blanket, which is blue with 
patchwork detail, has been in our family 
for 40 years. 

“I had it as a baby and Tia cannot be 
without it. 

“We’re gutted by this. Not only has my 
dad’s car been stolen but all these items 
inside are extremely precious and things 
we cannot be without or get replaced 
easily. 

“We would urge whoever stole the car to 
please return these items. Tia needs them.” 

Police have confirmed they are 
investigating the theft. 

The Landrover, registration K552 YDC, 
was dark green and had 33inch mud tyres, 
four blue spot lights on the front and a 
silver roof rack on the back. 

Tia’s pram is blue with white flowers on 
it. The car was locked and parked on the 
road outside the family’s home when it was 
stolen.

Works begins 
on rail upgrade 


WORK has started on a 
multi-million pound 
scheme to double the 
single line railway between 
Soham and Ely. 

Network Rail engineers have 
now begun work on the major 
project, which will see two 775m 
ioops built parallel to the existing 
track east of Ely station. 

The upgrades are being made as 
part of the national Strategic Rail 
Freight Network from Felixstowe 
to Nuneaton. 

Work should be complete by 
next summer and the Department 
for Transport hopes it will 
persuade haulage firms to switch 
from road to rail, thus reducing 
the number of lorries on roads. 

Tim Cook, senior sponsor at 
Network Rail, said: “The work 
we’re doing at Ely, together with

the other enhancements along the 
route, is a key part of our plans to 
take more freight off roads and 
onto rail. 

“This project will help to take 
up to 750,000 lorry journeys off 
the road every year by 2030, 
reducing traffic congestion, 
improving road safety and 
reducing carbon emissions by 
around three-quarters. 

“The Ely loops form an 
important part of Network Rail’s 
Strategic Freight Network - a 
program of investment to improve 
freight capacity across Britain’s 
railway. 

“Once all these upgrades are 
complete in early 2014, freight 
trains carrying the larger 9’6” or 
‘high-cube’ containers increas¬ 


ingly used by global shipping 
companies will be able to travel 
more directly from the Port of 
Felixstowe.” 

At present, the single line acts as 
a bottleneck for freight trains, 
which travel from Felixstowe to 
the Midlands. When the extra line 
is laid, it will allow more trains to 
use the route. 

Peter Wakefield, Cambridge 
spokesman for the campaign 
organisation Railfuture East 
Anglia, said: “It is more very good 
news on the rail front. 

“This will enable many more 
freight trains carrying containers 
to run without any bottlenecks 
from Felixstowe to the Midlands 
and north, via Bury St Edmunds, 
Ely, March and Peterborough.” 

The doubling of the route might 
also lead to the reopening of a 
passenger station in Soham, as 
reported in the Weekly News.

Police say they have 
also been carrying out 
high-visibility patrols 
around the schools and 
known areas where 
parking issues have been 
highlighted. 

Now officers and PCSOs 
will be visiting the town’s 
schools to look at the 
“longer-term solutions”. 

Insp Paul Ormerod said: 
“We are carrying out 
enforcement in Soham 
and are meeting with 
schools to look at longer- 
term solutions to parking 
problems. 

“We will look at the 
layout of the routes to 
schools in the town and 
see if there is anything 
that can be done to ease 
traffic flow and reduce 
parking issues.”

Group to focus on 
affordable homes 


A TRUST is being set up 
in a bid to get more 
affordable homes built 
in Stretham and Wil- 
burton. 

The not-for-profit trust, 
called the Stretham and 
Wilburton Community Land 
Trust, will be run by local 
volunteers from both villages 
who want more affordable 
housing built for local 
families. 

The search is now on for the 
most suitable sites in the 
villages and local landowners 
are being asked to submit 
their sites for consideration by 
the trust. 

All properties built will be 
protected by a legal ‘asset- 


lock’ which means they will 
remain forever in the 
ownership of the community. 

The trust is being 
supported by the district 
council, parish councils and 
Foundation East, the regional 
support organisation for 
Community Land Trusts in 
the East of England. 

Over the coming months, 
Foundation East will be 
working with the trust to 
identify the best sites for the 
new homes. 

District and parish 
councillor Charles Roberts, 
whose ward is Stretham, said: 
“Community land trusts can 
help villages and market 
towns prosper and become 
increasingly self reliant. 

“We need good-quality 


housing and work space for 
local people who contribute 
to our community and our 
new trust is going to provide 
that in our villages.” 

Both villages’ parish 
councils are leading the trust, 
which is also being supported 
by district council leader Peter 
Moakes and deputy leader 
James Palmer. 

Cllr Moakes said: “It is very 
difficult for people to afford to 
stay in their own communities 
and this scheme will be an 
enormous help. 

“Ultimately, it will streng¬ 
then communities and all 
involved believe that strong 
communities are a key to 
future prosperity and a major 
part of strong community is 
decent housing for people to 


live in.” 

If the trust proves to be 
successful, it could be 
introduced across East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Cllr Moakes added: “We 
want to see this model rolled 
out to other parishes in the 
future using Stretham and 
Wilburton as the beacon.”

Robert Icke, director of a bold 
production of Romeo and 
Juliet , tells Jennifer Shelton 
why there’s always 
something new to discover 
about Shakespeare’s most 
famous love story. 


T HINK you know Romeo and 
Juliet ? Of course. 

Remember that bit about the 
illiterate servant and the party 
invitation? Ah, maybe not. 

It’s probably the most famous love story 
of all time, but Shakespeare’s tale of star- 
cross’d lovers is so packed with action and 
emotion and different characters that any 
new version we see - on stage or on screen 
- is sure to throw up moments and ideas that 
we’d never noticed before. 

“It’s a play that everyone thinks they 
know,” says Robert Icke, director of a bold 
new version by Headlong Theatre, which 
alights in Cambridge this week. 

“The number of people that come out 
with: ‘Wherefore art thou, Romeo?’... The 
interesting thing about that line is that it’s 
really famous, but it’s also famous for 
meaning something which it doesn’t mean 
[‘wherefore’, of course, meaning ‘why’, not 
‘where’]’. 

“There are quite a few things in it like 
that,” Robert continues. “The suicide pact at 
the end, for example, isn’t a suicide pact. 

The reason Romeo kills him self is because 
he t hi nks she’s dead. There’s never been an 
agreement that they’re going to kill 
themselves. The idea is that they’re going to 
get back together again. She’s going to go 


out to Mantua, presumably.” 

A Cambridge University graduate, 
Robert is associate director at Headlong 
Theatre which put its own unique, 
contemporary stamp on Macbeth last year. 
But Romeo and Juliet is quite a different 
tragedy, Robert argues, kept aloft by a 
glimmer of hope which cheats us into 
thinking that things, somehow, could turn 
out all right. 

“One of the things that became clear 


when working on Romeo and Juliet was that 
it’s not like the other tragedies. In Macbeth , 
once he kills the king he’s pretty much 
screwed and from then you just pretty much 
watch it all fall apart. 

“And King Lear makes that disastrous 
decision right at the start to give away his 
kingdom. But in this play, if Romeo were to 
turn up at the chapel two minutes later, it 
would all be fine: she’d be awake and they’d 
meet each other... So I got really interested 


in the idea of fate and of them being ‘star- 
cross’d’ lovers. 

“Right at the start of the play, for 
instance, Capulet gives a party invitation to 
a servant who can’t read, and that servant 
then has to find someone in the street who 
can read, and by chance bumps into Romeo 
and Benvolio, who then find out about the 
party and decide to go - which is where 
Romeo meets Juliet. 

“So if Capulet had given the invitations to 
a servant who could read, it could have all 
turned out quite differently. 

“Shakespeare is always interested in the 
opposite of everything, and of course, the 
flip side of fate is coincidence. I don’t think 
many of us know which we believe in. Do 
you believe your life is set out in front of 
you and you’re just walking a pre-appointed 
path? 

“So one of the things we’ve done in this 
production is consider - a bit like in Sliding 
Doors - how close are we to another 
scenario, and to look at the ways in which 
the story might be different. 

“Similarly, while Romeo and Juliet is a 
play about love, it’s also a play about hate. 
And as well as gentleness it’s also about 
violence. I think a lot of that is Shakespeare 
commenting on what it’s like to fall in love, 
that it’s a little bit like being hit by a random 
bullet. If you think of Cupid and his arrow, 
you realise how violent that actually is.” 

Interestingly, Robert’s first impression of 
Romeo and Juliet - on which he now has so 
much to say - as a young boy, watching it at 
the theatre with his dad, was 
underwhelming. 

“I remember saying to my dad, ‘Why are 
they all so old? Why are there 30-year-olds 
wandering around saying they’re 14?’ In our 
production they’re very young, I t hi nk 23 
and 24, and they’re wonderful. 

“I understand that it’s a risk to do it with 
younger actors - obviously when you’re 30 


you’ve got 10 years of experience - but I’m 
delighted with our guys. - and they’re two 
names I think we’ll be hearing a lot more 
of.” 

Robert studied English at King’s College, 
graduating in 2008, so is expecting his 
return to the city to stir up plenty of 
emotions. 

“It’s going to be really weird, coming 
back. I’ve got to that stage now where the 
only people I know here are the teachers, 
and it’s weird seeing other students around 
cause when you’re at uni you feel a sense of 
ownership over the place. 

“But I directed at the Arts Theatre while I 
was there as well, so coming back to the 
Arts always feels a bit like coming home.” 

And it was directing a play (and not just 
any play) during his final term which set the 
wheels of his career in motion, as Robert 
explains: “I was working on my last 
production before graduating - hilariously it 
was actually Romeo and Juliet - and some 
agents from London came to see it, which 
never happens. I’d written so many letters 
and nobody could ever come, then suddenly 
for Romeo and Juliet they all decided to 
come.” 

Coincidence - or fate, perhaps? 

“Exactly! So I was offered a new play by 
Alistair Bain which had funding and dates 
and started in the October after I graduated. 
So I really landed on my feet -1 feel really 
lucky. This time, Robert’s hoping a few of 
his former lecturers might pop along to see 
the show: “They’re good people to get 
responses from. As long as they don’t start 
saying, ‘why did you cut that bit?’ or 
‘you’ve got that bit wrong! ’ because there 
are a few bold moves.

A N unusual piece of theatre 
makes its first Cambridge 
appearance this week. 
Produced by Gomito 
Productions, The 
Alchemystorium is a story of 
romance and magic, told 
through movement, puppetry, 
music and sounds - but no 
words whatsoever. 

“The Alchemystorium is at heart a very 
simple love story,” says director and 
designer Amelia Bird. “Because we were 
looking at the emotion of love, we 
wanted to find a way of sharing that 
emotion with the audience. 

“I think that often when people are 
listening to a lot of words we’re more 
likely to take them in with our brains and 
consider them intellectually - whereas 
we wanted to experiment with taking 
away words and using visual 
performance, design, music and light to 
convey simple emotions rather than 


clever thoughts. 

“That probably all sounds a bit 
pretentious, but what it really means is 
that without words everything has to be 
very clear to tell the story and we’ve used 
a lot of techniques which we’ve picked 
up through making shows for children. 

“The characters are non-naturalistic 
and larger than life, almost cartoony. 
There’s music as a soundtrack 
throughout and a lot of silly, universal 
comedy like slapstick and rough, 
theatrical magic tricks. 

“ The play is set in a coffee shop and 
the performers really serve coffee to the 
audience which makes it easy to present 
everything in a very big way, then when 
we want to be more subtle with the 
emotion a delicate little scene makes a 
big contrast. 

“It was a big challenge working 
without words, but it also forced us to 
get directly to the heart of the story and 
we’re very happy with how it’s turned 
out.” 

Sam Worboys, one of the actors in the 
show, added: “As a performer I generally 


enjoy the physical bits of acting most, it’s 
so satisfying to create a really slick 
sequence or to perfect a physical gag. 
Gomito shows always have plenty of 
opportunity for both of those things so 
The Alchemystorium wasn’t too big a leap 
in style. What was slightly tricky to start 
with was working on what noises our 
characters could make to accompany 
their gestures; when sounds were helpful 
for conveying things to the audience; 
and when they became too much. 

“Once all the choreography was in 
place and we’d worked on some 
clowning exercises that all became 
easier. We realised that we all make 
plenty of gestural noises in day to day life 
(noises of surprise, or thinking or trying 
to get someone’s attention) so we tried to 
work with keeping sounds genuine and 
only using them when it felt natural.”

Bang the 
drum for 
street art 

WE’VE all heard of them - you 
know, they’re the guys who 
play music with bin lids and 
brooms - but now we in 
Cambridge are getting the 
chance to witness for ourselves 
the global sensation that is 
Stomp. 

Established in Brighton in 
1991, Stomp was the result of a 
10 -year collaboration between 
creators Steve McNicholas and 
Luke Cresswell. They began as 
street artists, performing at the 
Edinburgh Festival before 
touring their unique new act 
across Europe (they’d turned 
heads earlier in 1986 when 
asked to appear in an advert 
for Heineken, which became 
the starting point for their 
famous ‘dustbin dance’, which 
provides the climax to their live 
stage show). 

The theatre show premiered in 
Edinburgh and went on to 
scoop a handful of awards, 
nominations and accolades in 
its early years, wowing critics 
with its dynamism and 
ingenuity. 

Stomp is now a multimedia 
feast of rhythm, sound and 
dance, created by foot- 
stomping, brush-shuffling and 
plenty of gutsy thrashing and 
clapping, interspersed with 
light-footed, balletic 
movements to conjure up fight 
sequences. 

You’ll never look at an oil drum 
in the same way again.

The big film 


JOHN CARTER 3D 
Certificate12A, 137m 

INTENDED as the first instalment of 
an action-packed trilogy, John Carter 
is a battle beyond the stars based on 
a novel by Edgar Rice Burroughs. 

Oscar-winning director Andrew 
Stanton’s sprawling epic is a miasma 
of digital effects which attempt to 
emulate Avatar by immersing us in an 
eye-popping alien world. 

Young Edgar Rice Burroughs 
(Daryl Sahara) is summoned to the 
home of his beloved uncle and former 
Confederate soldier John Carter 
(Taylor Kitsch), who has perished in 
mysterious circumstances. 

Leafing through Carter’s cherished 
journal, Burroughs learns that his 
uncle sought sanctuary from Apaches 
in a cave from where he magically 
transported to Mars where he is 
captured by the Tharks, a savage race 
of 15ft tall green warriors with tusks 
protruding from their mouths. 

Tars Tarkas (Willem Dafoe) and his 
plucky daughter Sola (Samantha 
Morton) attempt to protect Carter 
from power-hungry rivals Tal Hajus 
(Thomas Haden Church) and Sarkoja 
(Polly Walker). 

Meanwhile, Matai Shang (Mark 



Strong), the leader of the Holy Therns, 
took charge of the planet’s destiny by 
orchestrating the marriage of Prince 
Sab Than (Dominic West) of Zodanga 
and Princess Dejah Thoris (Lynn 
Collins) of the besieged city of 
Helium. 

The princess protests at the 
arranged nuptials, despite the 
pleadings of her father (Ciaran Hinds) 
and when Dejah captured a glimpse 
of Carter’s rippling chest, her 
rebellion intensifies. 

Opening with a computer¬ 
generated aerial battle in one of the 
sandstorms that rage across the 


v 


surface of Mars, John Carter is a 
soulless spectacle with the technical 
wizardry overwhelming one or two 
flickers of emotion. 

Kitsch is devoid of charisma as the 
eponymous time-travelling soldier, 
who tips the balance of power in 
favour of the pacifist good guys by 
scything through hordes of computer¬ 
generated beasts. 

A convoluted race-against-time 
finale neatly tees up a second film in 
the series, but unless John Carter 
magically strikes box office gold it’s 
doubtful that his adventures will go 
any further than the closing credits.

YOUR GUIDE TO 
MOVING HOME 



Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


□ Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


□ Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

□ Turn off electric appliances. 

□ Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

□ Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

WOMEN motoring writers 
from around the world have 
started the voting process to 
nominate the Women’s 
World Car of the Year for 
2012 . 

The judges from 11 
countries first submitted their 
own personal short list and 
more than 300 cars were 
suggested. These individual 
choices were then whittled 
down to form a master list of 
32 in terms of 
popularity. Judges will now 
allocate points for these cars 
from a criteria list. 

There are four categories in 
the Women’s World Car of 
the Year - Family Car, Luxury 
Car, Sports Car and 
Economy Car. Points are 
allocated to each of 10 
criteria. Unusual in car 
awards worldwide is that one 
of those is for child 
friendliness yet statistics 
show that women drive 
children in cars significantly 
more often than men. 

This year has seen an 
increase in the number of 
judges voting. Women 
motoring writers from 


Argentina, China and Japan 
have been added to the 
voting panel while other 
judges from Australia and 
New Zealand have joined 
home colleagues on the jury 
panel. 

The 20 women judges will 
send their secret-ballot votes 
to international auditors and 
accountants, Grant Thornton, 
at their Auckland, New 
Zealand, office and 
responses will be collated to 
produce the final awards 
list. The car with the most 
points in each category wins 
that category and the vehicle 
receiving the most votes 
overall in any category will 
win the Women’s World Car 
of the Year for 2012 supreme 
award. 

The announcement of the 
winning cars in each 
category and the supreme 
winner will be made before 
the end of March. The 
supreme award trophy and 
category certificates will be 
presented to the car 
companies concerned at the 
Mondial de I’Automobile 
2012-the Paris Motor 


Show - in September. The 
supreme trophy will this year 
be made in The Netherlands. 
Category-winner certificates 
will be designed at Peartree 
Studios in Colerne, UK.

SL63 AMG is 
built to amaze 


POWER of up to 
556bhp, torque of up 
to a frankly ridiculous 
6641b ft and fuel 
economy of 28.5mpg

Drivers ‘switch off 
after 11 minutes’ 


MOTORISTS on 
long journeys 
drive for just 11 
minutes before 
mentally switching 
off, according to a 
survey. 

Some have 
driven to their 
office rather than 
their desired des¬ 
tination after going 
into “autopilot”, 
the poll by esure 
car insurance 
found. 

Of the 1,003 
motorists sur¬ 
veyed, 25 per cent 
admitted they got 
easily bored while 
driving, with 22 
per cent regularly 
going into auto¬ 
pilot. 


As many as 34 
per cent had made 
a journey and had 
no recollection of 
it upon arrival. 

Also, 32 per cent 
said they changed 
the radio station or 
checked their 
phone to keep 
their mind stimu¬ 
lated on car trips. 

Main reasons 
given for going 
into autopilot 
mode were sleepi¬ 
ness and thinking 
about work. 

The survey also 
showed that, on 
average, motorists 
waste £47.25 a 
year in petrol due 
to driving “extra” 
miles on autopilot.

year’s London Marathon, with an eye 
on reaching the world champion¬ 
ships, but injury thwarted her. 

Having given up so much time to 
running, Hallissey’s next race 
became the Chicago Marathon last 
October, and she set herself the 
target of the Olympics qualifying 
standard of 2hr 31 sec. 

“I was there on the start line and 
thought that’s the time I have to go 
for to make it all worthwhile,” she 
said. “I thought it would be more 
2.32/2.33, and I had said to myself 
that as long as it was quicker than 
New York I would be very satisfied.” 
But she bettered those expectations, 
finishing in 2hr 29min 27sec, so it 
now becomes a race-off at the 
London Marathon. 

Paula Radcliffe and Mara Yamauchi 
have already earned two of the three 
spots for the Olympics, and Jo 
Pavey has a time of 2hr 28min 
24sec, but she will not be running 
on April 22. 


So Hallissey will join Louise Damen, 
Liz Yelling and Freya Murray in 
chasing that target. 

“It’s going to be a race-off between 
the rest of us, and we have Jo’s 
time in mind and we have to beat 
that,” she said. 

“I think it will be a great race and 
completely different to the other 
marathons I have done. In previous 
races, I have gone in aware of what 
I can do and conservatively, 
whereas this one I have to beat the 
people around me and not start off 
too quickly. 

“I have to go around quicker than 
Jo, so that will help set my target, 
my pace.

“All of his fights had been in 
Lithuania and I hadn’t been able 
to find anything on the internet 
about him being a southpaw, so 
everything I’d been doing in the 
pads and in the dressing room 
had been for an orthodox fighter. 

“I had to think on my feet, so I 
was pleased I did that and it was 
a good experience. 

“He was quite durable, but 
that’s what I was expecting from 
a Lithuanian fighter. 


“Take nothing away from him, 
he’d had a lot of fights as a 
kick-boxer and he was waiting to 
counter me. I worked my way in, 
and I think I could have stopped 
him in the third or fourth round 
if I’d put my foot on the gas.” 

Goodjohn had been suffering 
with stomach problems in the 
lead-up to his defeat by Woolford 
last time out, as well as struggling 
with low blood-sugar levels. 

But working with Ricky 
Hatton’s nutritionist Kerry Kayes 
got him back in shape. 

“I’d felt really good the whole 
week leading up to it,” said 
Goodjohn. “The diet’s given me 
much more energy and I felt 
I was punching really hard, 
which I wasn’t really doing in the 
fight before. 

“It was good all round. This 
win's given me the confidence 
back. I’ll have a week off and 
then get back into training to try 
to beat him (Woolford).”

WHEN Claire Hallissey was second in 
Ely’s New Year’s Eve 10km, it is possible 
that her competitors did not realise the 
pedigree of the athlete in their midst. 

The Frostbite League, Grunty Fen 
Half-Marathon and Cambridge parkrun 
have all been graced by the strides 
of Hallissey. 

But at the time maybe it was not known 
that those races would be en route to 
the London Olympics. 

Hallissey is chasing the third and final 
place in the Great Britain marathon team 
for this summer’s Games, and will be 
going all out to get it on April 22 in the 
London Marathon. 

Originally from Watford, the 28-year-old 
endurance runner came to the area in 
2001 to study biochemistry at Robinson 
College, and her parents followed, 
moving to live in Ely. 

She was a member of Cambridge 
University’s Hare and Hounds 
Cross-Country Club, captaining them in 
the third year, and after completing her 
undergraduate degree in 2005 she 
joined Ely Runners. 

But it was in the West Country that she 
started putting in the longer distances, 
which in turn led to an international 
call-up - for Great Britain in the 10,000m 
European Cup in Madeira in 2009. 

“It wasn’t until I went to Bristol to do a 


PhD that I stepped up my training and 
mileage to focus on my 10km and 
half-marathons, and my time shot 
down,” she said. “It wasn’t until then 
that I thought I might sneak on to an 
international fixture. It’s a dream of any 
athlete to compete for their country, but 
you think it is a bit of a dream. 

“I always thought my first chance at an 
international vest would be an England 
one, not a British one, and I thought it 
would be on the road, not the track.” 
Hallissey now lives in Virginia after her 
husband got a job there, and it was 
when she went out to the States that her 
focus shifted to marathons. 

“My mileage was creeping up all the 
time while I was at Bristol,” she said. 
“Once I decided I would step up to a 
marathon, my mileage went up again. 

“I decided to take a year or so to focus on 
my running and see where I could get 
with it. It seemed to be the right time.” 

Her first time over 26 miles was the New 
York City Marathon in November, 2010. 
“It was amazing and such a great 
experience,” she said. “I wanted to get 
under 2hr 40min, and when I came 
around in 2hr 36min I was delighted. 

“I wanted to jump around and be excited 
by it, but when I tried I realised my legs 
couldn’t do it.” 

Hallissey’s initial plans were to run last

Soham equalised with a scrambled effort 
from close range by Michael Simpson and 
they then went ahead through a half-volley 
from the edge of the box by Scott Carter. 
Jones’ effort proved decisive as the substitute 
picked up the ball in the 80th minute to fire in 
from 30 yards. 

There was still time for Grays to pull one 
back, but Soham defended stoutly for the last 
eight minutes to earn another win after their 
cup victory over Wisbech in midweek. 
Player-manager Andy Furnell said: “It was a
